CONSfcRIPTION  OF  WEALTH 

IS  URGED  BY  MR.  GUTHRIE 


Hon.  R.  Lemieux  Asserts  That  Quebec  Was  Prom- 
ised No  Compulsion— Subject  Is  Taken 

Up  at  the  Anglican  Synods  of 
"**•  "     .Hu|:9B  and  Rupert's  Land 


OTTAWA,  June  l»,— Only  three 
■p««eh«s  were  dispoaed  of  In  the  Com- 
Ihona  t«>day  In  the  debate  on  the  sec- 
ond raadlns  of  the  eonacrlptlon  bill  and 
air  Wilfrid  Laurler's  vr«ferendum 
amendment  thereto. 

8lr  Sam  Ilughea,  former  lllnlater  of 
Militia,  apoke  for  two  houra.  and  wua 
by  Mr,  lluch  OuthvU,  whodld 
r.ot  conclude  until  the  evening  sitting. 
Hon.  Rodelpha  L>emieux  then  held  the 
ficor  until  11  o'clock,  when  Hon.  T.  W. 
Crethera  moved  the  adjournment  »f  the 
<l«b«tc. 

Btr  Sam  Hughes  supported  the  bill, 
but  stated  that  in  some  ways  .he  would 
ptefer  ttwt  action  to  increase  the  fight- 
ing ferres  at  the  front  should  be  taken 
under  the  Mllltla  Act.  He  suggested 
that  In  order  no^  time  should  be  lost, 
the  Mllltla  Act  should  ba  tnforocd  un- 
til the  consoriptlon  bill  iHie  become  law. 

Sir  Sam  repeated  the  assertion  he  has 
tnade  on  former  occasions,  that  durihs 
the  early  Summer  of  lilt,  there  had 
been  a  let  up  in  recruiting.  He  assert- 
ed that  Sir  Robert  Borden  had  vpok^n 
to  hfm  In  regard  to  the  matter,  and 
this  action  was  due  to  an  agitation 
which  arose  In  regard  to  the  shortage 
ot  labor,  to  Which  Sir  Robert  had 
ytcldotf.

Mr.  Hugh  Outhrle,  I^iberal  member 
for  South  Wellington,  oame  out  In  fa- 
vor of  the  principle  of  the  Oovernment's 
bill,  although  he  said  he  might  qot 
agree  with  all  the  details.  He  express- 
ed himself  as  being  opposed  tu  Sir 
Wtl rnd  Laurler's  referenrftim  proposal, 
asserttnv  that  this  waajiR  master  with 
whloh  Parllam«>nt  shotild  'deal.  Mr. 
Outhrtc  farored  the  conscription  ot 
wenlth.  and  expressed  ttia  iMipa  tftat 
this  *r60W '**  flWt  with  this  session. 
Hs3  mHintMtneii  that  tb«r«  w*r«  many 
i^«>"ng  n»ffo  in  the  cities  nnd  towns  who 
would  never  he  reached  except  by  a  con- 
a<riptlon  measure.  He  urged  the  lead- 
ers to  try  again  to  form  a  coalition 
fovernmont. 

Hon.  Rodolphe  Lemieux  asserted  that

would  not  be  Introduced.  He  caused 
some  excitement  by  declaring  that  the 
Ouvernment  had  decided  on  conscription 
or  blood  for  election  purjwsas.  Mr. 
JLctnleux  promised  that  if  a  referendum 
carried,  the  people  of  Quebec  would 
loyally    accept    conscription.

BY  ANARCHISTS 


Office  of  Russkaia  Volia  Enter- 
ed by  Armed  Band  and  Its 
Books  Destroyed — Suppres- 
sion by 'Military. 


,  PRTnOGRAD.  June  19— The  building 
of  The  Russkaia  Tolla,  Petrograd's 
richeat  and  most  largely  circulated 
newspaper,  was  seised  this  afternoon  by 
a  fortie  of  armed  anarchists,  who  ex- 
pelled the  staff,  destroyed  all  the  copies 
of  the  paper  and  the  books  anil  declared 
that  they  would  stand  siege. 

The  Russkaia  Volia  Is  particularly 
)wted  by  the  anarchists  because  It 
atrongly  supported  the  Provisional 
Oovernment  and  attacked  The  Bolshe- 
vik!  and   other  extremists. 

When  the  Oovernment  learned  of 
thin  action  by  the  anarchists  it  ordered 
stringent  meaguren.  peneral  Polovt- 
eeff.  commander  of  the  Petrograd  troops, 
sent  a  large  force  of  Cqssacks,  Infantry 
ami  machine  guna  and  surrounded  the 
b\iilding.  The  commander  of  the  troops 
aent  a  message  demanding  their  sur- 
render. 

The  anarchiata  entered  Into  negotia- 
tions with  the  commander,  and  later, 
under  threat  of  military  action,  realis- 
ing that  their  position  was  hopeless, 
aurrendrreil.  Seventy  of  them  were 
marched  to  jail.

SLAUGHTER   OF  POLES

ZURICH,  June  19.— The  Polish  Dep- 
uty  DasalnskI  declared  In  the  Vienna 
Reichsrath  that  more  than  S0.009  Poles 
have  been  hanged  by  order  of  the  Ger- 
man authorltlea.  according  to  The  Vien- 
na Arbelter  Steltung.  which  prlnta  spe- 
cial details  of  the  sittings  of  the 
nelchsrath  on  June  14  and  IS.  Deputy 
Strlbemy  alao  described  the  abomin- 
able treatment  accorded  political  sus- 
pects, whereupon  the  Pan-Oermanlst 
Deputy  Heine  shouted:  "They  have 
not  used  the  rope  enough:  all  of  them 
ought  to  have  been  hanged." 

At  these  words  all  of  the  Slav  and 
Polish  members  ruahed  upon  Heine 
and  the  President  was  obliged  to  sus- 
pend the  sitting  In  the  midst  of  a  tre- 
mendous uproar.

OTTAWA,  June  19.— That  the  cold 
atorage  establishments  are  not  ao  black 
aa  they  have  been  painted.  Is  the  con- 
clualon  ef  the  Cost  of  Living  Commls- 
nloner  W.  F.  O'Connor,  K.C.,  In  a.  re- 
port he  has  submitted  dealing  with  an 
Inveatlgatlon  of  109  such  companies. 
The  report,  which  Is  a  preliminary  one. 
ia  entirely  ataUstlcal.  The  data  In- 
e'-*de  the  quantltlee  of  food  purchaaed 
by  tha  campanlaa,  the  cost  laid  down 
In  the  warehouse,  average  cost  per 
pound,  total  quantities  sold,  prices  per 
paund  and  a  lot  of  similar  details. 

The  outstanding  conclusions  are  sum- 
marlaed  aa  followa: 

4  During  1919,  all  grades  af  butter 
r«st  tire  cold  storage  eompanies  an  av- 
eradcc  price  ef  90  ta>}«0  oenta  a  pound, 
and  they  sold  It  at  an  aversR^  price  of 
3S  79-100  ««nt«  a '  p«und.

Kggs  cost 
them  an  average  prlbe  of  29  I-IO  centa 
a  dosen.  They  sold  for  home  con- 
pumptlon  at  29  21-3S  cents  a  dosen,  and 
for  export  at  33  91-199  a  dosen. 

Beef  of  all  grades  averaged  the  cold 
atorage  companies  in  cost  1,0%  cents 
a  pound,  and  they  sold  it  at  an  aver- 
age price  of  U  9-20.  The  average 
selling  price  for  home  consumption  of 
all  grades  of  beef  was  11^  cents  a 
pound.  Pork  averaged  -  them  In  cost 
14  31-25  cents,  and  was  sold  at  an  av- 
erage of  19  93-100  cents  a  pound  for 
export  and  16  37-&e  cents  for  home 
consumption.  Bacon  cost  19  17-100 
cents  a  pound  and  sold  at  an  average 
of  20  21-36  cents.  The  average  sale 
price  I'or  home  consumption  was  19 
13-100  cents  a  pound. 

Mutton  and  Iamb  averaged  19  4-9 
cents  in  cost,  and  sold  at  an  average 
price  of  17   41-100  cents.  ' 

Kxport  and  domestic  average  sale 
prices  were  about  the  same.  These  are, 
of  course,  wholesale  prices,  but  thny 
have  been  checked  In  many  cases  by 
requiring  from  retail  buyers,  depart- 
ment stores  and  others  the  actual  In- 
voices, showing  prices  charged  by  the 
cold  storage  establishment  from  time 
to  time.  The  cold  storage  firms  have 
yet  to  undergo  investigation  as  to  their 
by-products  and  the  cost  and  profits 
made  therefrom.  They  all  report 
monthly  to  Mr.  O'Connor,  who  tabu- 
lates the  returns  in  such  a  manner  aa 
to  shew  the  quantity  of  the  main  food 
supplies  on  hand  In  Canada,  their  cost 
and  value,  and  where  they  are.  His 
regret,  he  stated,  is  that  the  cold 
storage  companies  have  not  so  murh 
but  so  little  on  hand,  considering  the 
home  and  foreign  requirements. 


Speaks  From  Experience

MAJOR-GENERAL  SIR  ARTHUR  CURRIE 
LONDON,  June  19. — "1  htve  no  wish  to  interfere  witli  the  current  political 
controversies,"  said  Sir  Arthur  Carrie,  the  new  commander  of  the  Canadian 
Corp$  in  fxtntt,  last  nii^ht,  "but  my  personah  conviction  is  that  the  only  solu- 
tion of  the  Canadian  recruiting  problem  is  conscription. 

"I  believe  that  many  difficulties  which  now  threaten  the  adoption  of  such 
a  policy  would  disappear  before  prompt  and  bold  actiqn. 

"My  experience  in  France  shows  me,  not  as  t  politician  but  as  a  soldier, 
the  necessity  for  conscription  if  we  desire  to  muntain  the  full  strength  of  our 
lighting  divisions  to  the  end  of  the  war."

Hoyse  of  Commons  by  Very 
Targe  'Majority  Adopts  Prin- 

-^^.sFcaRchiBe,- 


LONDON,  June  II.— Tho  principle  of 
woman  suffrage  was  adopted  in  the 
House  of  Commons  tonight  by  tho  over- 
whelming majority  of  830  votes.  Sir 
Frederick  Banbury's  amendment  against 
the  proposal  waa  rejected  by  885  to  69. 
It  Is  expeeted  that  a  proposal  now  will 
be  made  that  the  franchise  be  conferred 
on  women  on  the  same  basis  as  men.- 

The  majority  by  which  tho  House  of 
Commons  reafflrmed  its  adhesion  to  the 
principle  of  woman  suffrage  astonished 
the  warmest  supporters  of  the  measure. 
They  anticipated  a  victory,  but  none 
seemed  to  imagine  that  there  would  be 
such  a  sweeping  triumph. 

Tho  members  evidently  frtt  that  tha 
subject  long  ago  had  been  exhausted 
and  that  nothing  further  could  be  said 
than  had  been  uttered  in  the  debates  on 
the  woman  suffrage  billa  which  already 
had  passed  the  House  at  various  dates 
on  second  reading. 

The  Government  left  the  queatlon  to 
the  unfettered  Judgment  Of  the  House, 
not  attempting  to  Influence  opinion  on 
It  In  the  least  degree.  The  front  benohee 
on  both  sides  lacked  most  of  their  lead- 
ing flgurea,  and  the  air  of  foregone 
conclusion  hung  over  the  whole  of  the 
discussion. 

The  opponentk  of  the  measure,  among 
other  arguments,  made  the'  best  .  they 
coulAof  the  report*  received  here  of  .the 
attitude  of  the  Miss  Jwanette  Rankin, 
the  only  woman  reprr«entatlve  In  the 
American  Congress,  on  the  /lue/itton  of 
the  int'ry  of  the  United  Stiites  Intb  the 

Sir  Frederick  O.  Banbury,  Unionist, 
for  Jnotance,  described  Miss  Rankin  as 
'having .  been  hysterical  and  unable  to 
TOte.  but  this  and  other  pleas  against 
^la  ability  of  women  to  exercise  tha 
franchise  fell,  on  deaf  ears,  and  when 
the  division  was  called  the  members 
trooped  Into  the  House  with  the  aim  of 
putting  an  end  once  for  all  to  a  question 
Which  they,  had  made  up  their  minds  no 
longer  was  an  academic  one,  by  voting 
updn  it  aa  a  lire  Issue. 

So  asaared  were  the  aupportera  of  the 
measure  of  the  outcome  of  the  division 
that  even  the  (pagnttude  of  the  majority 
In  its  favor  did  not  mov  them  to  any 
Unusual  demonstration  when  the  flgurea 
were  announced. 

The  decisive  idlvlsion  is .  expected  on 
Wednesday,  wMh  the  adoption  of  a  pro- 
posal for  the  enfranchisement  of  women 
of  thirty  years  and  upward,  as  part  of 
the   electoral    reform   bllL

Sir  Douglas  Haig's  Disipatch 
Reporting  on  Operations 
Since  November  —  German 
Retreat  Clianges  Warfare. 


LONDON.  June  19.— BIr  Douglas 
Haig.  the  commander-in-chief  of  the 
British  armiea  In  i-tance,  in  a  dispatch 
issued  tonight  reports  on  operations 
carried  on  from  November  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  preeent  oftensive. 
Prom  the  viewpoint  of  the  general  Can- 
adian reader  the  dispatch  provokingly 
leaves  off  precisely  when  the  VImy 
Ridge  operations  were  about  to  open. 
There  sre  no  references  to  any  psrtlcu- 
lar  units  throughout. 

Sir  Douglaa  wrltea  of  the  gradual 
extension  of  the  British  front.  In  Jan- 
uary this  was  completed  without  inci- 
dent. He  describes  In  general  terms 
the  operations  on  the  Ancre  end  the 
enemy's  general  withdrawal,  and  pro- 
ceeda: 

V»re   Open    Warf a«a 

""The  retreat  to  which  the  enemy  wa« 
driven  by  our  continued  aueceae  rein- 
troduced on  the  Western  front  condi- 
tions of  war  which  had  been  abaenl 
from  that  theatre  since  the  opening 
months  of  the  war.  After  more  than 
two  years  of  trench  warfare,  consider- 
able bodies  of  our  troops  were  engaged 
under  conditions  approxlmatl()g  open 
fighting,  and  the  cavalry  waa  given  an 
opportunity  to  perform  Its  special 
duties.  Our  operations  south  of  Arras 
during  the  latter  half  of  March  are, 
therefore,  of  particular  interest.  The 
results  achieved  by  all  arms  have  been 
most  satisfactory,  although  the  delib- 
erate nature  of  the  enemy's  withdraw- 
al enabled  him  to  choose  his  own  ground 
for  resistance  and  to  employ  every  de- 
vice to  Inflict  losses  on  our  tro«P''.  Our 
casualties,  which  had  been  exceedingly 
moderate  throughout  the  operations  en 
the  Ancre,  duHng  the  period  of  retreat 
iMcnme  exeeptlenatly  light.  The  pros- 
pect of  more  genersl  resumption  of 
open  lighting  can  he  regarded  with 
great  coafldence."

Order -in -Council  Appointing 
Hon.  W.  J.  Hanna  to  Posi- 
tion —  Wide  Powers  Over 
Products  of  Dominion, 


OTTAWA,  June  19.— The  order-ln- 
counell  defining  the  duties  end  pewera 
of  Hon.  W.  J.  Hanna.  Food  Controller 
of  the  Dominion,  provides  that  the  Feed 
Controller  shall  make  the  neceaaary  In- 
vestigations Into  the  quantitlea,  loca- 
tion, ownership,  sources  of  supply,  an4 
prices  of  any  article  of  food  In  Canada; 
that  he  shall  ascertain  domestic  re* 
quirements  and  facilitate  the  enport 
of  the  surplus  to  Oreat  Britain  and  her 
Alllee,  subject  to  approval  ef  the  CN>v« 
ernor-ln-Conncll. 

The  Food  Controller  may  make  rhgv- 
latlons  governing  the  prieaa  of  any  food, 
and  the  storage,  distribution,  sale  and 
delivery  thereof,  i>rovldlng  for  its  oon* 
pervatlon  snd  governing  coneumptlon  In 
hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  clubs  and 
privinte  houses. 

It  la  further  provided  thnt,  subject  to 
the  seme  epproval  of  the  Cabinet,  tho 
Food  Controller  may  requisition,  atova, 
sell  and  deliver  food,  and  may  appoint 
a  neoosaary  staff  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Provialon  is  made  for  oe-operatlva  ac- 
tion with  any.  other  department  of  tha 
Canadian  Oovernment,  or  of  the  'Oov- 
ernments  of  Oreat  Britain  and  the  Al- 
lied countriea.  There  is  a  provialon  that 
his  duties  shsll  not  interfere  with  thdl 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Commla- 
sloners  recently  appointed 'to  supervise 
the   disiKisel   of   this   year's   grain   crop. 

The  announcement  of  Mr.  lianna's  ap- 
pointment was  made  in  the  Common* 
this  afternoon  by  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
who  sUted  that  Mr.  Manna  had  acroM 
to  accept  the  position  on  condition  that 
there  should  be  no  salary  attaehetf  to 
It.  The  order-ln-ceuncll  appointing  Mr. 
Hanna  and  defining  his  powere  waa 
Ubied   by   the    Prime   Minister.

TORONTO,  Juna  1».— The  Olobe 
(LilMral)  la  an  aditorlal  today  on  Sir 
WUfrld  Laurlar'a  addroaa,  saya  In  part: 

"A  rafarandum  woirid  tranafar  the 
eoafllet  from  Parllamant  to  the  huatinRa 
without  chanrlnc  Ita  character,  but 
with  loaa  of  montha  of  time  when  every 
day  la  vital  If  the  waatace  at  the  front 
la  to  ha  repaired.  The  mUlUry  arsu- 
nant  asalnat  It  la  overwhelming.  In 
Auatralla.  whara  It  la  ambedded  In  the 
oonatltutlon  It  waa  Invoked  with  the 
aaaant  of  all  partlaa.  and  had,  therefore, 
a  eanctlon  and  authority  which  would 
bo  laoklnc  In  Canada. 

"Even  with  thla  advanUga  it  haa  led 
to  nothing  in  Auatralia.  A  large  ma- 
jority waa  polled  against  conocrlptton, 
but  a  few  montha  later  the  pro-con- 
acriptlon  party  won  a  pronounced  auc- 
eaaa  at  tha  poUa.  and  will  again  con- 
sult the  paopla  on  the  aame  laaue  by 
th*  aama  davica

"The  referendum  would  not  be  an  In- 
novation in  Canada,  but  ita  history  has 
not  commended  it  aa  a  method  of  speed- 
ily deciding  disputed  Issues,  however 
democratic  It  may  ba  in  theory.  The 
voters'  lists  probably  could  not  be  re- 
vised until  the  Autumn,  and  there  are 
aerioua  obatacles  to  a  complete  poll  of 
th*  men  in  the  trenches,  who  above 
all.  have  the  right  to  be  heard  on  the 
question. 

"Chivalrous  opponents  will  give  Sir 
Wilfrid  liiurler  the  credrrof  trying  to 
maintain  the  national  unity  to  which 
bla  Ufa  and  career  have  been  dedicated, 
and  thla  can  beat  bo  served  If  he  re- 
tains his  personal  authority  In  the 
Province  of  Quebec.  No  one  will  im- 
pugn his  good  faith  when  he  pledges 
himself  to  support  the  military  aer- 
vlo*  bill  If  It  ba  andoraed  by  popular 
vote.  But  unhappily,  the  emergency  fa 
too  real,  too  overmastering,  to  a^it  of 
the  teisurely  procedure  of  a  refer- 
•ndum. 

"Members  on  both  aides  of  the  House 
who  believe  that  selective  conscription 
Is  the  Just  and  eqttitaible  thing,  owe  it 
to  their  convictions  and  to  the  great 
cause  for  which  Canadians  arjS  flghting. 
to  vote  for  the  second  reading  of  the 
measure  before  the  House.  They  should 
endeavor  to  amend  it  at  the  proper 
stage  if  they  think  it  can  be  improved. 

"Sir  Wilfrid  haa  not  been  dogmatic 
or  dlctatoral  in  the  attitude  he  has 
taken  and  conoadea  to  every  Liberal 
the  aame  right  to  vote  according  to 
his  conscience  that  he  reaervea  for 
himself.  We  think  that  members  are 
under  an  equally  heavy  responsibility 
to  vote  for  wider  measures,  which  will 
apply  the  polloy  of  selective  conscrip- 
tion to  the  wealth  and  resouraea  of  the 
country,  so  as  to  apportion  fairly  the 
'grievous  weight  of  the  war  fmong  all 
classes  and  to  organ lae,th*<  nation  In  a 
fraternity  of  service."

MONTRSAL..  June  1».— "Sir  Wilfrid 
lAurler,  aa  leader  of  the  liberal  Op- 
position in  Parliament,  haa  put  him- 
self on  record  on  the  Issue  raised  by 
the  bill  respecting  military  service 
which  provides  for  selective  conscrip- 
tion," the  Gazette  (Conservative)  com- 
ments editorially  this  morning.  "It  is 
not  necessary  In  this  connection  to  dis- 
cuss the  ethics  of  conscription.  The 
principle  waa  embodied  In  the  Militia 
Act  and  accepted  by  Parliament.  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler  did  not  need  to  argue 
that  the  law  did  not  provide  for  con- 
scription, to  carry  on  such  a  war  aa  is 
now  disturbing  the  whole  world.  It 
looked  aa  If  the  Opposition  leader  was 
thinking  more  of  keeping  his  party  to- 
gether than  of  what  the  military  altua- 
tlon  requlrea.  The  Oovemment's  re- 
cord and  ita  knowledge  of  what  condi- 
tions in  the  country  are.  suggest  that 
It  would  not  have  proposed  conscrip- 
tion had  anything  less  been  available. 
Sir  Wilfrid  would  have  been  playing  a 
greater  part  had  he  recognised  the  facts 
of  the  situation  and  given  his  approval 
of  what  he,  felt  he  could  not  venture 
to  condemn.  His  suggestion  of  a  re- 
ferendum Is  weak  and  untimely."

The  Montreal  Star  sums  up  an  edi< 
torlal  on  the  conscription  measure  as 
follows: 

"Canada  Is  sternly  confronted  with 
three  alternatives: 

"1.  She  can  go  en  with  the  war. 

"t.  She  can  agree  to  an  armistice  for 
the  Summer,  which  would  be  the  prac- 
ttlcal   meaning  of  a   referendum. 

'S'.  She  can  sign  a  part  peace  with 
Germany,  wtilch  would  be  t^e  practical 
meaning  of  a  final  reiectlon  of  con- 
scription. 

"If  Ruaala  were  to  agree  to  an  armis- 
tice, we  know  what  we  would  think 
of  her.  Were  she  to  sign  a  separate 
peace,  we  know  how  that  would  affect 
us. 

"Shall  Canada  pr^aent  to  wavering 
Russia  th*  example  of  a  British  na- 
tion taking  either  one  course  or  the 
other?  This  Is  the  real  issue  In  plain 
language  which  is  now  before  Parlia- 
ment. Parliament  may  be  'moribund' 
by  the  unanimoua  vote  of  both  parties, 
but  it  la  at  the  present  moment  the 
only  Parliament  to  have  got,  and  it 
srlU  prove  Itself  far  worse  than 
moribund  If  today,  speaking  in  the 
name  of  Canada,  it  accepts  an  armia- 
tloa  or  auggcsta  a  separate  peace."

MIST  IN  SPAIN 


IS 
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Hostility  to  German-Controlled 
Ministers  May  Lead  to  Re- 
public— Success  of  Officers 
Encourages  Disorder. 


LONDON,  June  !•.— A  repobltc  may 
be  in  the  making  in  Spain.  a<fcording  to 
meagre  advicea  which  alfted  through 
the  Spanlah  censorship  today.  Person- 
ally King  Alfonso  commands  the  re- 
spect and  confldene*  of  his  people,  but 
the  anti-monarchists  are  aiming  at  the 
Oer man-influenced  minUtera  and  Ger- 
man-dominated court  with  which  tha 
King  is  surrounded.  Eoonomlc  unrest 
haa  contflbuted  toward  furthering  the 
republican  movement. 

A  Times  dispatch  from  Madrid,  dated 
Sunday,  and  received  laat  night,  an- 
nounces the  paaaing  of  the  revolution- 
ary criala.      It  reads: 

"The  crucial  points  at  laaue  between 
the  late  Government  and  the  army  have 
been  settled  by  conceding  the  infantry 
officers  the  right  to  form  committees  of 
defence.  The  revolutionary  movement, 
which  seemed  imminent  a  week  ago.  haa 
thua  been  averted,  and  the  gloomy  fore- 
bodings have  given  way  to  a  more  hope- 
ful tone.  The  situation,  however,  re- 
mains far  from  clear. 

"In  the  first  successful  defiance  of 
civil  power  the  ofllcera  enjoyed  the 
sympathy  of  practically  the  whole  coun- 
try. One  thing  is  unfortunately  clear. 
The  soldiers'  example  haa  given  a  dan- 
gerous stimulus  to  elementa  of  dis- 
order. Both  the  right  and  left  follow- 
ers of  Senor  Maura,  whose  rapproche- 
ment with  the  Carliats  becomes  daily 
clearer,    make    no    attempt    to    dlaj^ise 


power,  and  openly  criticise  the  King's 
recent  intervention  In  political  affairs 
as  unseemly.

"An  incident  at  the  Mauroiat  Club.  In 
which  the  King's  portrait  waa  defaced, 
haa  caused  a  painful  impression  at 
court  and  in  government  circles.  The 
Regionalists  of  Barcelona,  led  by  Senor 
Cambo,  express  discontent  at  the  re- 
gime and  demand  a  meeting  of  Parlia- 
ment 

"Parties  of  the  left,  officially  united 
for  the  first  time  yesterday,  have  issued 
a  manifesto  announcing  the  abandon- 
ment ot  all  hopea  of  remedying  the 
country's  ills  under  the  present  regime.. 
This  appears  to  signify  a  definite  re- 
turn of  the  reform  in  the  republican 
camp.  The  move  is  highly  regrettable, 
as  it  is  calculated  to  encourage  the 
forces  of  disorder  at  a  moment  when  tha 
Interests  of  the  country  demand  the 
strengthening  of  the  hands  of  the  civil 
authorities. 

"Many  criticlgma  are  directed  against 
the  recent  use  of.  the  royal  prerogative, 
and  indicate  that  the  King  la  being 
made  a  scapegoat  for  the  errora  of  paat 
administrations.  It  is  hoped  the  min- 
isters will  contrive  to  appease  popular 
discontent  without  delay.  The  country 
does  not  desire  a  revolution,  nor  are  any 
Interests  served  by  such  attacka  on  the 
monarchy,  as  we  are  now  witneaalng, 
except,  perhaps,  those  of  Germany."

OTTAWA,  June  I«. — The  debate  on 
the  second  reading  of  the  oonacriptlon 
bill  was  eontlBued  this  afternoon  by 
Sir  Sam  Hughea.  ex-Mlnlater  of  Mllltla. 
who  said  that  before  the  policy  of  con- 
scription was  announced  he  had  placed 
on  the  order  paper  a  reaolutioa  favoring 
the  enforcement   of   the   Militia  Act. 


Sir  Sam  read  a  letter  he  had  addreas- 
ed  to  Sir  Robert  Borden  on  October..  IT, 
19K.  strongly  advocating  compulaory 
servica  To  this  he  had  received  no 
reply.  He  could  .have  created  a  diffi- 
cult situation  by  preasing  such  a  reso- 
lution earlier  In  the  aeaslon.  when  it 
would  have  been  refused,  but  hla  only 
object  was  "to  help  the  boys  at  the 
front."  Therefore  he  had  waited  until 
the  Cabinet  was  ready  to  take  action. 
In  proof  of  thla  Sir  Bam  read  a  letter 
written  by  him  to  the  Prime  Minlater 
after  his  return  from  England  asking  if 
It  waa  hla  intention  to  take  action  In 
regard  to  conacrlptlon. 

"The  Prime  Minister  responded  the 
following  Friday  in  his  speech  to  the 
House,"    the   ex-MInisty  added. 

Sir  Sam  argued  that  Canada  baa  the 
right  to  aend  men  overseas  In  emer- 
gency as  well  as  to  arm  or  train  them. 

"If  you  can  send  them  one  inoh."  he 
said,  "you  might  aa  well  send  them 
three  thousand  miles  to  fight  Germany.

Speaking  of  democracy.  Sir  Sam  said 
that  all  the  autocracies  were  not  to  be 
found  in   absolute   monarchies. 

"There  are  men  who  say."  he  added, 
"that  two  great  groups,  one  railway 
and  the  other  financial,  control  this  Gov- 
ernment." 

He  was  confident  that  compulsory 
service  could  be  enforced  In  Canada 
without  aerlous  trouble. 

"Canada."  he  said,  "could  send  an- 
other two  hundred  thousand  men  to  the 
front  without  lessening  her  production. 
Great  care  should  be  taken  in  regard 
to  exemptions,  but  this  matter  could  be 
discussed  in  committee.  If  the  bill  is 
passed  without  delay  ISO.OOO  men  can 
be  enrolled  and  trained  within  tl\e  next 
four  months." 

▼olaatacy  eystom's  VaUaxa 

Sir  Sam  said,  that  voluntary  enllat- 
ment,  after  having  accomplished  won- 
ders, had  failed  and  compulsion  was  ne- 
cessary. Even  before  the  war  gentle- 
men high  in  the  Journaliatic  world  were 
in  receipt  of  German  money.  The  ex- 
Minlster  asserted  that  a  movement  had 
developed  in  Canada  to  restrict  con- 
acrlptlon. The  pressure  came  from  the 
Imperial  munitions  board,  the  Minister 
of  Finance,  and  from  Lord  Shaughnessy, 
president  of  the  C.P.R..  who  "lacked 
vlalon."  The  Prime  Minlater  had  yield- 
ed to  the  infiuences  and  suggested  let- 
ting up  on   recruiting. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  rose  and  asked  Sir 
Bam  on  what  occaalon  he  had  done  »o. 

Sir  Sam  repeated  that  the  Prime  Min- 
later had  aaked  him  to  let  up  on  re- 
cruiting. He  pointed  out  that  there  had 
been  an  agitation  In  Toronto  and  that 
the  Minister  of  Finance  had  told  him 
men  could  not  be  obtained.  Sir  Sam 
said  that  he  oould  read  letters  covering 
the  matter.  Only  recently  the  chair- 
man of  the  Imperial  munitions  board 
had  written  a  letter  in  regard  to  It, 
Ooafldsatlal  X««*eni 

Sir  Sam  then  read  a  number  of  let- 
ters received  from  parties  in  Toronto, 
including  one  from  Ool.  Thos.  A.  Duff, 
complaining  of  the  location  of  a  muni- 
tions works  at  Montreal  because  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  enlistment  had 
been  smaller  in  Montreal  the  men  could 
be  secured  more  easily  there.  Action 
had  been  taken  In  regard  to  this  mat- 
ter on  repreaentatlons  made  by  him- 
self. At  this  point  he  offered  to  read 
letters  which  had  passed  between  him- 
self and  the  Prime  Minister,  and  which 
were  marked  "confidential."  He  would 
not  do  mo,  he  said,  without  Sir  Robert 
Borden'a  consent 

The  Prime  Minister  said  that  th* 
usual  course  would  have  been  to  con- 
fer with  him  before  in  regard  to  the 
reading   of  confidential   letters. 

"The    mem))er   will    have    to    take    his 
own  course,"  the  Prime  Minister  added. 
ATsUable  Mem 

General  Hughes  took  up  the  ques- 
tion of  the  available  man  power  of  Can- 
ada. He  estimated  that  Canada  had 
today  3,430,000  fighting  men  between 
the  ages  of  20  and  46  years,  within  her 
borders  and  at  the  front 

We  have  enrolled  420,000  m*n.  which 
would  leave  2,000,000  men  free  from  ser- 
vice. Of  this.  2,000.000  men  he  esti- 
mated. 1.200.000  were  single.  Allowing 
for  exemptions  and  exceptions,  be  be- 
lieved Canada  could  send  another  300,- 
•00  men  td  the  front  and  yet  not  weak- 
ien  to  any  perceptible  extent  her  produc- 
ing capacity. 

The  ex-MInlster  said  he  did  not  pro- 
pose to  enter  into  the  details  of  the  Mil. 
Hla  desire  was  that  the  bill  should  go 
through  with  as  little  delay  as  possible 
and  without  any  more  discussion  than 
was  consistent  with  the  proper  conlder- 
atlon  of  the  measure.  The  exemptions 
would  hsve  to  l>e  very  carefully  looked 
after.  The  one  great  objection  to  tho 
bin  In  his  mind  waa  the  farm  of  th* 
tribunals,  but  that  was  a  matter  which 
cculd  ba  amended. 

The  next  question,  be  aafd.  waa  how 
soon  could  a  foroe  be  enrolled.  He  be- 
lieved any  ordinary  man  capable  ot 
taking  hold  of  this  matter  could  have 
the  force  ready  to  go  overseas  *  within 
th*  next  four  months.  By  October, 
Canada  should  be  able  to  ralac.  equip, 
and  train  IM.OOO  men.  He  did  not  think 
It  waa  much  of  a  taak  at  all.  Sir  Sam 
said  he  had  no  fear  but  that  these  men 
woald  make  good  soldiers  provided 
they  were  properly  trained  as  citlsen 
aotdiara.  It  Is  sometimes  thought  yoonff 
mea  do  not  make  good  soldiers,  but  Isdf 
wh<^  hsve  performed  the  greatest  feats 
of  biavsui   in  this  war  are  under  Ig.

emment.  But  whpt  .  an  awakening! 
What  a  shattered  dream  has  bean  real- 
Ued.  Confldence  haa  iMea  lost  in  the 
men  who  we  have  labored  for  and  who** 
works  we  have  praised.  Again  I  ask 
what  are  tha  women'a  organisatlona  go- 
ing to  do. In  this  matter?  What  pro- 
test ta  going  to  ba  registered  against 
what  Is  tha  lowest  form  of  daoaptioh 
ever  practised  on  a  tniptful  section  of 
our  community.  W&r  a  tamporary  po- 
litical advantage  the  leader  of  tjie  Lib« 
eral  party  haa  lent  himself  |h  an  act 
of  the  grossest  form  of  deception.  Wo- 
men were  4ed  to  expect  better  things 
than  to  be  deprived  of  the  right  to 
vote,  especially  after  the  years  of  strug- 
gle to  obtain  that'  voU.

We  are  being  made  to 
feel  that  there  is  no  difference  in  politi- 
cal parties,  but  that  one  la  Juat^^as 
wicked  and  self-seeking  as  the  other; 
and  we  perhaps  would  have  been  less 
surprised  If  the  Premier  and  his  party 
had  not  made  siKh  strong  claims  to  be- 
ing the  party  of  purity.  Justice  and  fair 
play.  Wa  shall  not  have  the  opportun- 
ity in  this  election  of  expressing  our 
feelings  at  the  polls,  but  I  trust  that  a 
number  of  public-spirited  women  who

J.  Hanna  Is  a 
lawyer  by  profession  and  haa  been  a 
member  of  the  Ontario  Lagialatura  for 
the  paat  fifteen  years,  holding  a  Cab- 
inet position  sfnce  1905.  He  la  capable, 
reaourcaful  and  practical— ^luallflcatlons 
that  should  stand  him  In  g</od  stead 
In  his  new  post  in  which  he  ia  In- 
vested  with  oonsldarabla  power. 

It  la  logical  to  auppoaa  that  one  of 
his  first  stops  will  ba  to  maka  an  ln« 
Tantorjr  of  tha  auppllaa  of  diffarent 
commodities,  the  rate  at  which  tbay 
are  being  produced,  tba  cost  of  produc- 
tion and  baulaffa  and  that  he  will  base 
upon  this  Information  the  profit  that 
should  go  to  the  producer,  wholesaler 
aad  ratallar.  Tba  variatloB  in  prices 
In  diffarant  laoalitles  will  make  the 
problem  of  control  somewhat  compli- 
cated, but  If  Mr.  Hanna'a  powsra  are 
oxsrclsad  firmly  we  daa  at  least  look 
Jorward  to  an  alleviation  of  conditions. 
Food  controllers  ta  this  war  hava  not 
Veen  codaplcuous  auccesses  and  have 
been  subjected  to  more  odium  than 
praise.  Parbapa  the  reasaa  for  this  is 
tha  rationing  aystems  In  other  coun- 
tries. This  Is  entirely  uaneoessary  here 
at  preaaat.  althaugh  if  tha  people  aon- 
tlaue  to  waate  as  they  are  dolnff  tha 
day  may  coma  when  snppllsa  will  hava 
to  be  apportioned.  Canada,  with  Ita 
aparse  i^pulatlon,  great  resoureaa  and 
the  fact  that  thoaa  resources  are 
oaly  partially  davalepod  lenda  her- 
self admirably  to  tha  operatloaa  of  a 
Food  Controller.  la  wbauver  ha  doaa 
towards  raduclag  tha  aoat  of  living, 
aad  It  Is  ta  da  thia  ha  haa  boaa  ap- 
pointed, ha  caa  eount  oa  popular  sup- 
port.

Sir, — Many  voters  ara  of  the  firm  con- 
viction that  when  a  Oovemment  Is 
elected  they  should  select  a  Cabinet 
they  can  expect  the  people  to  endorse. 
If  the  Premier  has  made  a  careful  se- 
lection for  the  Cabinet,  conslBtent  with 
hia  election  promises,  and  has  con- 
scripted the  brains  of  the  country  be- 
hind his  Government  he  has  nothing  to 
fear  from  an  election.  If,  on  the  other 
liand  his  party  affiliations  are  so  strong 
that  his  Cabinet  position  Is  too  big  for 
the  timber  he  has  chosen,  a  by-election 
la  the  safety  valve '  which  shows  tha 
Oovemment  where  they  stand.  It 
should  not  be  the  flrst  qualification  for 
a  Cabinet  poaltlon  to  denounce  your  op- 
ponent as  a  disgruntled  Liberal.  This 
looks  something  like  a  smattering  of 
the  old  Bowserlte  school,  especially 
when  we  hear  the  Premier  chirp  that 
old,  local,  pre-hlstorlc,  political  bait 
that  it  would  be  too  bad  If  our  fair 
city  of  Victoria  waa  deprived  of  a 
Minister  of  Finance.  Why  does  the 
Government  wish  to  avoid  this  election? 
The  Dally  Times  is  almost  hysterical 
about  Dr.  Hall's  platform  In  The  Times 
of  the  ISth  Inst.,  while  yet  on  the 
same  page  they  cannot  find  room  to  de- 
nounce the  Liberal  leader,  who  under 
a  cloak  of  reciprocity  several  years  ago 
brought  out  a  policy  catering  to  natur- 
alised foreigners  whom  he  thousht  were 
as  disloyal  as  he  now  Is.  The  conscrip- 
tion Issue  has  compelled  Sir  Wilfrid 
lAurier  to  lift  his  mask  and  show  his 
true  colors.

fanners  of  the  Kraser  River,  and  In  it 
In  any  way  connected  with  the  con- 
demning of  these  early  potatoes,  which 
are  only  good  for  table  use.  It  la  time 
the  ooasumer  knew  something  about 
this.

In  tha  flrat  place  I  should  say  that 
I  do  T.«t  pretend  to  act  other  than  In 
my  personal  capacity  on  this  occaalon. 
As  a  matter  of  fart,  the  Victoria  pro- 
hibition organisation  has  taken  no  stand 
as  endorsing  the  candidature  of  either 
Mr.  Hart  or  Dr.  Hall.  There  has  been 
no  meeting  of  the  local  prohibition 
committee  since  Mr.  Harta  appoint- 
ment. 

It  U  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  me 
that  I  cannot  support  Ijr.  Hall,  for  he 
la  a  personal  friend,  and  one  whom  I 
respect  and  admire  very  much.  But  he 
Is  at  this  time,  in  my  opinion,  taking 
a  most  unwise  stand,  from  his  own 
point  of  view  and  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  prohibition  movement.  In 
opposing  the  representatlva  of  tha  Oov- 
emment at  the  polls. 

The  Kxecutlve  Council  of  which  Mr. 
Brewster  is  the  head  haa  done  all  It 
could  possibly  be  expected  to  do  In  re- 
gard to  the  prohibition  situation.  It 
has  appointed  three  men,  whose  stand- 
ing and  whose  Integrity  are  beyond 
criticism,  to  Invastlgmte  the  charges 
of  Illegal  practices  In  connection  with 
the  taking  of  the  overseaa  soldiers' 
vote,  and  It  has  announced  that  if  that 
Inveatlgatton  discloses  that  there  were 
sufficient  Irregularities  to  offset  tha  ap- 
parent majority  against  prohibition,  a 
bill  will  be  Introduced  at  the  coming 
adjourned  session,  to  .come  Into  force 
not  later  than  October  1,  of  this  year. 
Surely  nothing  could  be  fairer  than 
that  In  fact,  the  proteats  of  those 
kta^  opposed  to  prohibition  are  a 
suflloient  Indication  of  what  we  may 
expect  at  the  August  session.  In  view 
of  this,  does  it  not  seem  most  unwise 
for  oltlxens  who  desire  the  enactments 
of  prohibition  to  take  the  first  oppor- 
tunity to  knife  the  Oovemment? 

It  should  be  remembered  that  Mr, 
Hart,  on  enterinir  the  Cabinet,  becomes 
bound  by  the  pledges  made  by  the 
Premier  so  that,  although  I  hafe  for 
my  part  every  confldence  In  Mr.  Hart 
personally,  the  peraonal  element  does  not 
necessarily  enter  Into  the  matter.  The  de- 
feat of  the  Finance  Minister  would  be 
a  blow  at  a  Premier  who  is  known  to 
be  a  sincere  prohibitionist  and  at  a 
Oovemment  which  has  already  ahown 
ita  friendship  for  the  prohibition 
forces  and  which  has  promised  further 
proof  of  its  friendship,  and  you  can- 
not Increase  a  man's  friendship  for 
yourself   by  slapping  his   face.

Corporal  George  Bangerter, 
Who  Went  Overseas  With 
48th  Battalion,  Is  Again  in 
Hospital. 


For  the  third  time  in  eight  months. 
CpL  Oeorge  Bangerter,  of  Victoria,  la 
in  hosplta^,  this  time  sufferliig  from 
shrapnel  wounds  In  the  leg  and  foot 
which  bo  received  during  tb*  flgbting 
of  Jua*  (.  The  extent  of  his  injuries 
Is  not  made  known  tti.  tha  brief  tele- 
gram received  yesterday  by  his  father, 
Mr.  J.  C.  Bangerter,  of  XS30  Govern- 
ment  Street. 

Cpl.  Bangerter  has  seen  eighteen 
months  of  trench  life,  but  It  was  not 
until  last  October  that  he  first  became 
a  casualty.  He  was  then  hit  In  the 
band  and  back  by  shrapnel.  It  did  not 
take  long  for  him  to  recover  his 
strength  and  he  was  back  again  on  the 
firing  line  in  a  few  weeks.  Last  May 
he  was  gassed,  but  five  days'  treatment 
restored  him   to  fighting  trim. 

A  native  of  Workington.  Cumberland, 
England,  CpL  Bangerter  Is  2<  years  of 
age  and  came  to  this  Province  In  1912.

The  opportunity  to  unite  with  tha 
Motherland  In  any  and  every  unselfish 
and  hunwne  service  may  well  be  ac- 
corded a  privilege,  especially  in  this 
hour  which  sees  that  Mother  In  hor 
throes. 

The  Daughters  of  tha  Empire  send 
forth  thla  message,  therefore,  asking  the 
attention,  tho  support,  and  a  generous 
contribution  from  every  man  and  woman 
In  Victoria  on  I<*r1day  next.  The  head-

LIEUT.  T.  H.  BEWLEY  ■ 
KILLED  BY  SHELL 


Former  Water  Rights  Official 
Meets  Deatii  While  Serving 
in  France  —  Recommended 
for  Promotion. 


.Lieut.  T.  H.  Bewley,  formerly  of  the 
Water  KiKhts  Department  here,  wai< 
killed  in  action  on  M,ty  21,  while  fight- 
ing on  the  Western  front,  according  to 
telegraphic  advices  received  In  the 
city    yesterday. 

Lieut.  Bewley  wau  the  only  son  of 
Mrs.  Itobinson,  of  50  Henry  Road, 
West  Brldgford,  Nottingham,  to  whom 
he  wan  devoted,  his  father  having  died 
when  the  boy  was  In  Infancy.  He  was 
educated  at  Leeds  t'nlverslty,  Htudylng 
civil  engineering,  and  his  record  there 
was  so  exemplary  that  at  the  Instiga- 
tion of  the  late  Mr.  Warburton  Pike, 
he  was  chosen  by  Lord  Beauclerc  to  go 
with  him  to  Atlin  to  examine  into  the 
prospects  of  placer  mining  from  an  en- 
gineering standpoint'.  This  he  did,  com- 
ing out  to  Canada  in  the  Spring  of 
1911. 

In  the  following  year  he  came  to 
Victoria  and  entered  the  Government 
service,  being  employed  In  the  Water 
Rights  Department,  whore  he  e.stabli8h- 
leA  a  splendid  record  for  eflflclency.  Two 
years  ago  he  rcHlgned  to  go  to  Eng- 
land and  soon  gained  a  commission  in 
the  artillery.  Shortly  after  qualifying 
he  was  sent  to  France,  where  he  served 
till  the  day  of  his  death. 

His  brother  ofllcern  thought  highly  of 
Lieut.  Bewley  and  his  major  had  Just 
sent  in  his  name,  recommending  him 
to  flU  the  vacancy  for  captain  when 
his  career  -was  suddenly  closed.  hIs 
death  was  Instantaneous,  being  caused 
by  the  explosion  of  a  shell  which 
landed  almost  at  his  feet.

In  the  opinion  of  returned  soldiers 
General  Currie  for  months  past  has 
stood  head  and  shoulders  •abo%'e  the 
other  Canadians  holding  high  military 
posts  overseas;  he  has  been  looked  tipon 
by  them  for  a  long  time  as  the  ulti- 
mate leader  of  the  Canadians,  and 
when  Sir  Julian  Byng  left  hln  charge 
the  big  Victorian  was  regarded  as  the 
logical  choice  as  successor.  Univer- 
sally popular  among  the  offlcers  of  the 
expeditionary  forces,  no  one  holds  him 
in  higher  esteem  both  personally  and 
in  appreciation  of  his  worth  as  a  sol- 
dier than  the  Canadian  Tommy. 

Sir  Arthur  Currie  is  the  first  Can- 
adian to  command  the  Canadians  in 
France.  Both  his  predecessors.  Gener- 
als Alderson  and  Sir  Julian  Byng,  were 
detailed  by  the  Imperial  Army.  This 
fact  Is  significant,  for  it  Is  felt  that 
under  a  leader  who  represents  and  un- 
derstands their  own  country  and  its 
national  spirit,  the  Canadian  troops 
will  feel  a  new  Inspiration,  while  it 
will  also  have  the  effect  of  giving  those 
at  home  added  confidence  -  In  the  re- 
alisation that  the  Dominion's  army  is 
not  only  composed  of  Canadians,  but 
Is   essentially    under    Canadian    control. 


.  The  General  is  41  years  of  age  and 
was  born  In  Strathroy,  Ont.  After 
completing  a  college  education  in  East- 
ern Canada,  he  came  to  Victoria  in 
1S96  and  two  years  later  entered  upon 
his  military  career  as  a  gunner  in  the 
Bth  Regiment,  Canadian  Gsrrlson  Ar- 
tillery. He  received  a  commission  in 
the  regiment  In  1990  and  assumed  com- 
mand of  No.  1  Company  In  1991.  This 
company  h«  commanded  for  eight 
years,  during  which  It  won  the  efllciency 
shield  for  seven  years.  He  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  captain  In  190> 
and  to  major  In  1999,  becoming  lieuten- 
ant-colonel In  1909,  when  he  succeeded 
Col.  John  Hall  In  the  command,  holding 
It  until  the  Fan  of  1913,  when  he  was 
transferred  to  the  60th  Gordon  High- 
landers of  Canada  upon  Its  formation, 
being  appointed  commanding  officer. 

During  his  command  of  the  (th  Regi- 
ment  that  unit  'achieved  a  wonderful 
record  In  competition  with  all  other 
garrison  artillery  corps  of  the  Do- 
minion. In  1909  it  took  first,  second 
and  third  positions;  In  1919.  first  and 
second,  and  In  1911,  third.  In  1913  It 
took  first  and  second  In  garrison  artil- 
lery work  and  first  In  movable  arma- 
ment work.  He  served  through  the 
Nanalmo  strike  disturbance  In  the  Sum- 
mer of  1913.  and  Immediately  following 
the  outbreak  of  war  he  was  offered  the 
command  of  a  Canadian  brigade,  which 
he  at  once  accepted,  being  made  a 
brigadier-general  forthwith.  He  has 
rendered  conspicuously  brilliant  ser- 
vice ever  since  reaching  France  and 
soon  after  his  t>rlgad«  had  taken  part 
In  the  aecond  battle  of  Tpros,  Pasto- 
bcrt  and  ether  notable  engagemetita  he 
was  promoted  to  major-roneral  and 
given  the  comraaad  of  the  1st  Canadian 
Division,  which  ho  has  hald  alnoa.  R« 
has  been  teftiporartly  eommandlaf  tho 
four  dlTlstons  In  1>VaBC«  slaeo  tho  re- 
tirement of  Sir  Jaltaa  Bimg  from  that 
poat.

Dr.  Hall,  referring  to  hla  platform 
of  last  year  favoring  the  opening  up  of 
v-oal  mines  by  the  Clovenment  to  regu- 
tote  the  price  te  the  consumer  and 
pointing  to  the  latest  increase  of  a 
dollar  per  ton  in  prlcea,  scored  the  Oov- 
ernment for  ita  failure  to  act  in  the 
Intereste  of  the  people  upon  whom  the 
Inceaaed  charge  falls  ao  heavily.  *'Has 
the  Western  Fuel  Company  also  paid 
into  the  funda  of  the  LItieral  party," 
he  asked  amid  applause.

Referring  to  the  etrlke  on  the  B.C. 
Electric  Company's  Unas  here  aad  oa 
the  Mainland,  Dr.  Hall  aaked  why  the

•ay  regarding  the  strike,  nor  doea 
nothing.  The  chancea  were,  he  believed, 
that  the  company  is  making  ammuni- 
tion out  of  the  employeea  te  Are  at  the 
JItneya,  haptag  ta  get  legtolation  to  put 
them  out  of  buaiaeaa,  or  tbat  the  stock 
to  being  maniputated  In  the  Intereata  of 
the  large  stocfchotdera.  But  however 
that  might  be.  the  fact  remahMd  that 
while  the  eompaay  could  aet  give  ite 
employees  a  living  wage.  It  could  pay 
|S.eee  te  the  Liberal  campaign  fund. 

Dr.  Mall  here  made  his  charge  that

Realdeata  of  Baqulmalt,  at  a  meeting 
held  In  the  Rex  Theatre  last  night,  de- 
cided unaimoualy  In  favor  of  tha  Im- 
mediate erection  of  a  war  shrine,  com- 
memorating the  men  that  have  gone 
forward  from  their  municipality  to 
fight  on  land  or  sea  in  the  present  war.

The  front 
acctlon  of  the  shrine  will  contein  seven 
panels,  the  centre  one  being  for  the 
names  of  those  who  have  given  their 
lives  for  their  country,  and  the  ouuide 
ones  for  those  who  have  enliated  and 
have  been  on  active  aervico  durlqg  the 
war.  Below  will  be  placed  receptaclfa 
for  flowera,  while  above  will  be  a  cru^ 
ciflx.  under  which  will  be  inscribed: 
"Oreater  love  hath  no  man  than  thii^ 
he  gave  his  life  for  his  brethren.*'  At 
the  foot  of  the  panels  will  be  Inscribed 
on  a  single  panel  the  names  of  the 
donors. 

Reeve  Coles  waa  chairman  of  the 
meeting,  and  about  fifty  peraona  were 
in  the  theatre,  the  prinotpal  address 
being  given  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Bolton,  who 
explained  the  nature  and  purpoae  of  the 
v/ar  ahrine.  Reeve  Colea  and  Mr.  Bol- 
ton, togethe/  with  an  architect  who  is 
anonymously  rendering  hla  services 
free,  will  form  a  committee  to  hasten 
construction,  apd  a  general^-comir.Utee 
composed  of  members  of  the  Ksqutmalt 
clergy.  Red  Cross,  and  other  patriotic 
societies  will  attend  to  the  other  de- 
taila,  sueh  as  the  securing  of  names 
for  the  honor  roll,  and  oaring  for  the 
shrine  after  it  has  been  oompieted.

The  cost  of  the  shrine  is  set  at  |2&0, 
the  lumber  and  painting  being  furnish- 
ed at  special  rates,  whils  the  deelgning 
is  to  be  done  gratuitously.  The  money 
win  be  raised  by  publlo  aubaerlption, 
and  Reeve  Coles  told  The  Colonist  laat 
night  that  donations  of  any  amount 
from  Sc  upwards,  would  be  welcomed 
by  the  committee.  Circular  letters  will 
be  addressed  to  every  resident  of  Ks- 
qulmalt.  asking  for  a  contribution,  and 
It  ia  expected  that  by  the  time  It  geta 
fairly  under  way  there  will  be  no  lack 
of  /unds.  The  shrine  will  be  finished 
In  about  two  months,  it  Is  estimated. 

There  are  ItO  namea  already  to  be 
plnred  on  the  roll  of  honor,  and  It  Is 
believed  that  there  are  fully  another 
leO  more.

President  of  U.S.  Fruit  Juice 
Company  Offers  to  Estab- 
lish Plant  if  Output  Is  h- 
sured— Big  Prospects.  / 


Waahlag  Spotts  Bgga. 
No  egg  should  be  w.\abe.-I  unless  it  is 
to    be    used    immediately.      The    United 
BtateH    Department    of    Agriculture    cal- 
culates, that  five  million  dozens  of  eggs 
are    spoiled    every    year    by    being    wet. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  bul- 
letin   of'  the    department    which    hous'e- 
keepers    aa   well      aa      dealers    in    eggs 
should    read.      There    is    a    point    where 
cleanliness  ceaaea  to  be  a  virtue,  ao  far 
aa  the  keeping  of  eggs  la  ooacemed: 
^'^Cusful  lat«»tlgatlons  of  Urge  quan- 
tities of  stored  eggs  show  that  from  17 
to  32  per  cent  of  washed  eggs  become 
worthless  in  storage,  whereaa  only  4  to 
8  per  cent  of  dirty  eggs  stored  unwash- 
ed   spoil.     The    explanation    U    simple. 
Water    removes    from    the   shell    of   the     '■"''■ 
agg  a   gelatinous   covering   which    helps 
to  keep  air  and  germs  out  of  the  inside 
of  the   egg.    Once   this   covering   is   re- 
moved  by  washing  or   rain   which   gets 
to  egga   In   the   neat,   germa  and  molds 
find    ready   access   to   the   contents   and 
spoil   the  eggs.     This  enormous  loss   in 
storage   eggs   largely   can    be   prevented 
if    producers    and    egg-handlers,    especi- 
ally during  March,  April  and  May,   will 
refrain  from  waahing  eggs  destined  for 
the  atorage  marketa  and  take   pains  to 
reduce    the    number    of    dirty    eggs    by 
providing      plenty    of    clean,      sheltered 
nests   for   their  hens.     Millions  of  eggs 
spoil  in  storage  because  they  have  been 
exposed    to   dew,    rain,    dirt   and    sun    in 
stolen  nests   in   the  grass  or  fence  cor- 
ners.    In  view  of  this  great  loss  of  val- 
uable food,  the  department  urges  coun- 
try   atorekeepera   and    huoitsters    not   to 
accept  washed  eggs  for  shipment  in  case 
lots.     Shiny  eggs,  especially  in  the  early 
Spring,  probably  have  been  washed.    All 
washed   egga   purchaaed  should   be  sold 
locally  for  Immediate  consumption."

Company,  of  Salem,  Or..,  who 
apMit  yeaterday  going  into  the  propo- 
altlon  here.  Before  leaving.  Mr.  Olle 
told  the  Industrial  commlaaloner  that 
all  that  waa  needed  was  to  Induce  the 
ranchers  of  the  Island  to  grow  more 
loganberriea.  and  hia  company  waa  pre- 
pared to  Instal  a  plant  and  offer  long- 
term  contracU  for  th.  fruit. 

"By  the  time  grower,  hw.  can  get 
the  acreage  ready,  we  will  be  ready  for 
them."  aald  Mr.  Glle.  In  parting.  "W. 
hav.  a  apiendld  market  In  Canada  now. 
despite  the  very  heavy  duty,  and  the 
ordera  already  on  hand  for  Canadian 
distribution  toUl  fifteen  cArloada  for 
this    seaaon." 

Mr.  Oile,  accbmpanied  by  the  Indua- 
trlal  commissioner,  spent  some  hours 
yesterday  interviewing  local  men  Inter- 
ested In  fruit  raiaing.  amohg  whom 
were  Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  prealdent  of 
the  Gordon  Head  Fruitgrowers'  Associ- 
ation, and  Mr.  R.  M.  Winslow,  horti- 
culturist in  the  Provincial  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Both  felt  that  th.  in- 
dustry could  be  made  a  factor,  provld- 
eo  the  acreage  could  be  put  in.

Mr.  Olle 
pointed  out,  however,  that  good  straw- 
b^ry    land    should    be  good  loganberry 
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Bwry  Meklag. 

A  very  busy  woman,  who  for  two 
years  past  has  spent  a  hard  earned  holi- 
day fruit  gathering,  was  aslced  whether 
she  had  enjoyed  the  work.  With  a 
fluah  and  a  smile,  which  many  a  girl 
of  aixteen  might  have  envied,  she  an- 
swered in  the  affirmative.  She  loved, 
she  said,  the  beautiful  ripe  fruit.  It 
was  Ood's  gift  to  us,  and  she  could  not 
bear  to  think  that  a  single  berry  was 
waated.  For  women  whose  brains  were 
weary  with  constant  excitement,  strain 
and  worry  there  was  no  better  rest  than 
a  month  spent  in  the  open  air  at  labor 
that  made  no  demand  upon  the  thought. 
It  waa  true,  atrawberry  picking  was 
hard  work.  The  kneeling  tired  the 
muacles  of  the  back,  ht  least  after  a 
woman  had  left  the  daya  of  girlhood 
behind  her.  But  If  a  soft  light  9ad  were 
faatened  to  the  dress  over  the  kneea 
and  the  temptation  to  alt  or  lie  down 
after  the  day's  work  was  over  were 
resisted  and  a  walk  taken  instead,  the 
muscles  soon  became  accuatomed  to 
the  unusual  exercise.  This  year  there 
waa  a  atrong  additional  motive  for  ex- 
ertion. It  would  be  very  wrong  for 
any  young  woman  to  begin  th.  .ea- 
aoa'a  work  If  she  did  not  intend  to  re- 
main aa  long  aa  she  could. 

At  Hallburton,  where  for  some  time 
girls  have  been  employed.  Miss  Bain- 
bridge  Smith  paid  sixty  cents  a  day 
and  boarded  the  pickers,  of  whom  this 
lady  waa  one.  Condlticna  w«re  very 
pleaMtnt,  thos.  who  met  In  the  garden 
were  congenial,  and  no  one  felt  under 
any  oompulaton  to  hurry. 

In  addition  to  the  holiday,  expenses 
at  home  were  net.  This  year,  it  waa 
hoped  to  do  more  than  this.  Miss  Smith' 
offered  the  .am.  sum  tlU  thre.  orates 
wwre  gath«r.d.  Whataver  waa  picked 
abOT.  that  amount  would  b.  paid  for  at 
th.  rate  of  forty  cents  a  crate.  If  when 
th.  work  la  flnlahed  at  Hallburton  there 
ar«  irtlll  openlaga  on  the  mainland  this 
woflMr  hop.*  to  go  over  and  help  gather 
th.  large  fmlts.

Even  in  Victoria  there  must  be  home 
canning  of  vegetables  aa  well  aa  fruit 
unleaa  much  of  the  labor  devoted  to 
gardening  la  to  be  wasted.  Unless  they 
can  be  saved,  it  la- of  little  use  growing 
more  perishable  vegetables  than  a  fam- 
ily can  ua.. 

Many  women  who  have  become  ex- 
perts in  canning  fruit  are  afraid  to 
essay  the  praservatlon  of  flsh,  meat  or 
vegetables. 

An  article  In  the  current  issue  of  The 
N.  Y.  Outlook,  written  by  Charles  Lath- 
rop  Pack,  prealdent  of  th.  National  Em- 
ergency Pood-Oarden  Commission,  con- 
tains many  hints  of  which  the  following 
are  especially  interesting  and  valuable 
at  this  seaw>n: 

"The  traditional  picture  of  home  can- 
ning is  that  of  a  Aushed.  busy,  but 
happy  housewife,  with  sleeves  rolled  up, 
dosens  of  glass  Jars  strewlnir  the  tables, 
baskets  of  tomatoes,  peaches,  or  other 
fruit  on  the  floor,  a  big  kettle  on  the 
stove,  its  viscous  contents  boiling  stick- 
ily, while  the  aroma  of  spices  unmis- 
takably advertises  the  great  occupation 
to  the  neighborhood. 

"But  if  that  be  your  picture  of  home 
canning,  it  meana  that  you  have  not 
kept  step  with  progress.  The  old  open- 
kettle  method  of  home  canning  is  now 
obsolete.  While  it  laated  it  produced 
many  toothaome  food  producta,  but  the 
method  waa  laborloua  and  so  costly  that 
it  was  actually  cheaper  to  buy  canned 
goods  over  the  grocer's  counter. 

"The  science  of  sterilization  is  revo- 
lutionising home  canning.  It  haa  been 
diMb«9r.d  that  food  producta,  oven  only 
slightly  cooked,  if  plaoM  in  cans  or 
Jara  and  then  sterilised,  ao  that  no 
yeaat,  other  bacteria,  or  germ  life  exist 
inside  the  can.  the  cans  then  being 
sealed  air-tight,  will  keep  Indefinitely 
without  spoilage. 

"The  old  method  of  canning  preserved 
foods  waa  by  cooking  them.  But  often 
this  cooked  food  waa  placed  in  cans 
that  had  not  been  aterlllsed,  and  the 
resuYt  waa  that  spoilage  set  in  after 
the  cans  were  sealed.  Under  the  new 
method  of  home  canning  spoilage  of 
more  than  one  can  in  one  hundred  is 
regarded  aa  an  unduly  high  percentage. 
"The  process  most  highly  recommend- 
ed by  agricultural  colleges,  domestic 
science  schools,  and  state  departments 
of  agriculture  ia  known  a.  the  cold-pack 
method.  The  frulta  and  vegetablea  pre- 
served by  this  method  are  placed  in  1 
cans  and  covered  with  either  thin  ayrjp 
or  merely  hot  water;  the  cans  are  then 
sealed  and  aet  In  boiling  water  or  lire 
»tcam  for  periods  ranging  from  a  few 
minutca  to  two  hours.  This  heat  kills 
ail  rrrm  life  within  the  cans,  the  con- 
tents «f  which  will  thereafter  keep  In- 
definitely. 

"The  great  advantages  of  thIa  method 
are  Its  cheapness  and  Ita  eaae.  No  ex- 
pensive syrups  and  apio.  preeervetlve. 
ar.  uMd.  and  many  frulta  and  vag.- 
tablM  oaa  h.  put  up  In  cans  with  a  f.w 
minutea  of  work.

One  big  factor  locally  would  be  th. 
possibility  of  securing  glass  containera 
here,  a  local  glass  works  having  recent- 
ly completed  the  Installation  of  a  new 
furnace  which  will  enable  them  to  pro- 
duce glass  cheaply  from  Island  silicate 
sand. 

Those  who  have  followed  the  rapid 
growth  and  development  of  the  logan- 
berry Juice'  industry  across  the  line  say 
that  it  is  firmly  established  and  that 
the  demand  is  increasing  tremendously. 
Fspecially  in  Mid-Western  and  in  Kast- 
ern  Canada  the  demand  has  developed 
rapidly.  New  uses  are  being  found  for 
the  Juice,  which  has  a  rich,  fruity 
bouquet,  a  beautiful  dark  red  color,  and 
delicious  flavor.  It  Is  being  used  very 
successfully  for  flavoring  ice-cream, 
puddings,  and  blanc  mange,  for  candy 
making,  and  even  in  general  cooking. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  establlsh- 
ment  of  a  plant  in  Victoria  would  not 
only  provide  Island  fruit-growers  with 
a  source  of  steady,  assured  income,  and 
form  the  nucleus  for  attracting  allied 
Industries  here,  but  would,  as  well,  go 
far  towards  advertising  the  Island's 
fruit  areas  through  the  national  adver- 
tising and  distribution  of  the  manufac- 
turers. 

As  an  indication  of  the  fact  that  there 
need  be  no  fear  on  the  part  of  the 
grower  of  the  lack  of  an  Immediate  mar- 
ket, comes  the  standing  offer  of  a 
reputable  Mainland  Jam-canning  con- 
cern to  take  all  of  the  loganberries  of- 
fered on  the  present  basis  of  produc- 
tion at  the  rate  of  5^c  a  pound.

The  approximate  concluelon*  upon  which 
the  settlement  U  being  baaed  are  about 
aa   fellows:

That  the  jitneys  must  so  to  the  side 
streets — Pender.  Seymour,  Burrard,  for  in- 
stance— becauaa  the  Jitney  service  la  in- 
adeauate  to  meet  public  demanda.  and  la 
belns  operated  only  to  catch  the  cream  of 
the   tratric. 

That  the  aettaoritlea,  in  making  arrange- 
menU  (or  a  return  of  the  atreet  railway 
aerrlee  ahonid  obtain  certain  Important 
eonceaaiona   from    the    company.

Three    Volleys   Fired   Over   Grave   of   8ergt. 

F.    W.    Harrap— Funeral    Attended

The  body  of  Sergt.  Frederick  W.  Har^ 
rap.  formerly  of  the  Sth  Regiment,  C. 
O.  A.,  who  died  at  Bamfleld  Cable  Sta- 
tion last  Friday,  was  burled  at  Ross 
Bay  Cemetery  yesterday  morning,  *the 
ceremony  being  marked  by  full  mili- 
tary  honors. 

The  funeral  left  the  B.  C.  Funeral 
Chapel  at  10:30  o'clock  and  services 
were  held  fifteen  minutes  later  at  Christ 
Church  Cathedral.  The  casket  waa 
borne  to  the  grave  on  a  gun-carriage, 
draped  with  the  Union  Jack.  The  whole 
of  the  5th  Regiment,  under  Lleut.-CoL 
Angus  attended  the  services  and  sup- 
plied an  escort  Of  nineteen  men.  Three 
volleys  were  fired  over  the  grave,  ac- 
companied by  the  playing  of  the  LAst 
Post  by  a  trumpeter.

Funeral  music  was 
played  by  the  band  of  the  6  th  Regi- 
ment. 


NEW  YORK,  June  IS. — Gold  amount- 
ing to  122,000,000  was  received  by  J. 
P.  Morgan  *  Company  here  today  for 
the  account  of  Oreat  Britain  and 
France.  This  Is  the  first  gold  importa- 
tion since  the  interruption  of  the  move- 
ment almost  two  months  ago. 


More  than  fifty  mambera  of  the  Great 
War  Veterana'  Aasoclatlon  were  pres- 
ent last  night  in  their  club  rooms  In 
the  Belmont  Block  to  bear  and  diacusa 
tha  reports  of  the  committees,  which 
bad  been  appointed  to  look  into  the 
queotlon  of  new  quarters  and  to  draw 
up  suggestions  to  be  placed  before  the 
Provincial  executive. 

R.  Pearca  and  D.  Campbell  both 
made  reporta  aa  to  certain  propertlea 
which  had  been  placed  at  the  dlaposal 
of  the  association,  one  of  which  waia 
recommended  highly,  but  a  final  deci- 
sion was  reserved  until  the  next  meet- 
ing to  allow  certain  Influential  friends 
to  complete  negotiations  for  what  was 
said  to  be  one  of  the  best  sites  In  tba 
city. 

One  of  the  membera  atated  this  would 
be  available  in  the  course  of  the  next 
few  weeks. 

When  the  discussion  of  the  report  of 
the  land  settlement  committee  started 
It  became  obVlous  that  no  aettlement 
could  be  arrived  at  In  the  time  which 
still  remained.  £¥ery  member  had 
views,  varying  from  recommending  to 
the  Provincial  Government  the  Bow 
River  settlement  plan  of  the  C.  P.  R., 
to  the  extreme  suggestion  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  grant  $30,000,900 
for  the  settlement  and  upkeep  of  those 
desiring  to  go  on  the  land.  ThA  most 
popular  seemed  to  be  that  the  Govern- 
ment be  asked  to  clear  five  acres  on 
each  grant,  and  allot  ll.BOO  as  a  loan 
to  each  settler,  with  no  interest  for  the 
tlrat  five  years,  that  being  the  basis 
which  the  committee  reported  as  best 
from  all  points.  However,  It  was  flnal-^ 
ly  decided  that  the  two  delegates  to 
the  Provincial  executive  be  authorized 
to  recommend  that  that  body  appoint  a 
committee  of  expert  farmers  and  finan- 
cial experts  to  draw  up  a  scheme  which 
should  be  practicable  and  fair  both  to 
tha  Province  and  the  men.  It  waa 
pointed  out  several  times  that  all  the 
men  wanted  was  justice,  and  that  they 
had  no  expectation  of  being  maintained 
on  the  land  by  the  Government  for  more 
than  enough  time  to  iMit  them  on  their 
feet. 

President  Talt  and  Secretary  Hart 
win  be  the  delegates  to  the  Provincial 
executive  meeting,  which  will  be  held 
In  Vancouver  a  week  from  Saturday. 

Several  amounts  were  added  to  the 
funds,  among  them  being  98  as  a  dona- 
tion from  the  Machinists'  Union  of 
Bsqulmalt;  $29  as  the  proceeds  of  a 
dance  by  the  young  ladlea  of  the  staff 
of  Turner,  Beeton  ft  Co.,  and  $10  from 
Mr.  Mclntyre  to  pay  for  the  hire  of  the 
hall   for   the  conscription    meeting. 

Since  the  last  meeting  three  more 
members  have  been  added  to  the  roll, 
the  membership  now  being  nearly  one 
hundred.

Cathedral  was  severely  injured  last 
evening  and  Is  now  confined  at  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  following  a- collision 
he  had  with  another-  cyclist  at  tha 
corner  of  View  and  Vancouver  Streets 
at  7:80  o'clock.  He  was  riding  on  a 
motor  cycle,  going  oast  on  View  Street, 
when  Frank  Ray.  of  2811  McBrlde 
Street,  also  riding  a  motor  cycle,  came 
south  on  Vancouver  Street.  Father 
Wood  saw  the  other  cyclist  and  ap- 
parently attempted  to  turn  south  on 
Vancouver  Street  and  then  changed  his 
course  to  continue  along  View.  Ray 
saw  his  movement  and  turned  out  to 
get  around  him,  but  the  two  machines 
crashed  together  at  the  southeast 
corner  of  the  street  intersection.  Father 
Wood  being  hurled  from  his  cycle 
across  the  sidewalk  and  against  the 
wall  of  OUphanfs  garage,  his  head 
striking  the  brick  wall  with  such  force 
that  he  was  rendered  unconscious. 

Mr.  A.  tlnery,  of  lOH  Johnson 
Street,  who  was  driving  his  motor  oar 
past  the  kpot  at  the  time,  conveyed 
Father  Wood  to  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
where  two  hours  .later  tha  reverend 
gentleman  recovered  ,  conaclousnasa. 
Examination  showed  that  no  bonaa  were 
broken,  but  that  Father  Wood  waa  nuf- 


ferlng  from  concuaslon.  At  an  early 
hour  this  morning  It  waa  atated  at  the 
hospital  that  he  waa  not  In  a  danger- 
ous condition,  but  suffering  severely 
from  hla  Injuries.

The  Pacific  Coaat  ateamablp  Oovern- 
or,  ^bicb  ootlided  with  and  aunic  the 
United  Btatea  coaatfuard  cuttar  on 
Friday  mominc  while  en  route  from 
Victoria  to  California  porta,  arrived  at 
tha  Outer  Wharvea  from  the  South  at 
3:16  yeaterday  afternoon,  with  470  pas- 
aeniera.  !t70  of  whom  traveled  ateerage. 

The  Governor  brought  another  batch 
of  130  recruits  for  the  Canadian  over- 
aeas  forces.  The  men  were  aiirned  on  in 
California  and  they  are  a  aturdy'*lookln« 
lot.  Before  inrocaediiic  to  Seattle  tha 
imer  dlaeharced  a  quantity  of  cargo. 
constBting  of  freah  fruita  and  vege- 
tables. 

Officera  of  the  veaael  told  of  the 
sinking  of  the  cutter  McCullach,  which 
occurred'  at  J: JO  on  Friday  morning, 
and  raaulted  in  but  alight  Injury  to  th^ 
aoremor,  the  only  Indications  of  any 
mishap  beihf  two  small  dents  on  bet 
bow.  The  MoCulloch  was  travelling 
north  at  the  time,  and  when  the  Qav' 
crnor  strnclt  her  bow  on.  the  big  ves- 
sel hurled  her  nose  in  tha  starboard 
side  of.  tha  little  steamer  just  abaft  of 
the  bridge,  cutting  Into  her  for  a  depth 
of  about  alx  feet. 

The  Qovefnor  backed  away  and  stood 
by  to  pick  up  the  survivors,  one  of 
whom  was  slightly  injured.  The  sea 
was  smoooth,  and  tha  officers  and  crew 
of  the  MrCuIloch  experienced  no  diffi- 
culty in  lowering  their  five  boats  and 
rowing  to  the  Governor.  Forty-two 
minutes  after  the  Impact,  the  McCui- 
Icch  went  to  the  bottom,  her  bulkheadd 
having  kept  her  afloat  for  that  length 
of  time.  She  was  a  veaael  of  about 
ZlO  fact  in  length. 

A  large  number,  of  passengers  wara 
aboard  the  Gavarnor,  soma  of  whom 
tlioufht  thay  hai  met  with  a  sub- 
marine, but  everybody  kept  cool,  and 
their  fears  wei  e  quickly  allayed  by  of- 
'  fleers  of  the  ship. 

There  is  no  <)iiestien  that  those  on 
board  both  vessels  had  a  very  nsrrow 
esrapfl  from  death  or  Injury,  as  the 
MrCunoch  had  one  ton  of  gim  cotton 
aboard,  tocc*t*er  with  1.0M  pmrnds  ot 
gun  ammunition,  which,  if  it  had  ex- 
ploded, would  have  created  havoc  among 
the  passengera. 


The  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  lirter 
Tamba  Maru  arrived  at  the  quarantine 
station  yesterday  afternoon  from  porta 
in  the  Far  Kast  and  ahe  Is  there  yet, 
(he  reason  for  her  being  held  up  be- 
Ing  that  a  case  of  smallpox  was  dis- 
covered among  the  second  class  pas- 
ttanfers. 

It  is  usually  among  the  ateerage  pas. 
sengers  that  such  caHes  are  found,  but 
on  this  occasion  it  was  a  young  lady  of 
about  11  years  of  age,  a  Kuropean,  who 
Is  travelling  with  her  parents  to  To- 
ronto. Ont.,  who  was  found  to  be  In- 
fected. It  is  reported  to  be  a  very 
Alight  caae,  however,  and  Dv.  Nelson  is 
stated  to  have  said  that  the  young  lady 
waa  really  in  a  convalescent  condition 
as  she  had  passed  through  the  worst 
of  It. 

Owing  to  this  occurrence,  tha  first 
and  second  class  passengers  were 
landed  at  William  Head,  where  they 
will  be  kept  until  all  danger  of  the 
disease  spreading  is  over.  The  third 
class  passengers,  who  are  kept  separate 
from  the  othera,  after  being  given  a 
precautionary  treatment,  will  be  brought 
to  Victoria  this  afternoon.  The  steam- 
ship Is  being  fumigated  today  and  it 
Is  expected  that  she  will  come  on  to 
the  outer  docks  about  .  4  o'clock  thia 
afternoon. 

The  Tamba  has  a  total  of  932  pafl. 
sengers.  For  Victoria  ahe  has  aeventy- 
five  passengers  and  307  tons  of  freight. 
KaaUa  Mara  Bna 
Another  liner  from  the  Ot-lent  will 
arrive  In  port  this  afternoon.  The 
Osakk  Shosen  Kaisha  steamship  Manila 
Maru  Is  due  to  dock  at  the  outer 
wharf  about  S  o'clock,  Measrs.  R.  1^. 
Rlthet  &.  Company,  local  agents  for  the 
line,  having  been  advised  by  wireless 
that  the  liner  would  reach  quarantine 
alK>ut  noon,  today. 

Tha  Manila  Maru  Is  a  large  ship  and 
she  is  bringing  in  a  total  of  300  paa* 
sengers  and  a  cargo  of  about  10,000 
tons.  For  Victoria  she  has  102  pas- 
sengers and  312  tons  of  freight,  .\mong 
the  passengers  to  land  here  are  adventy* 
three  Japaneae  and  eighty-nine  Chinese. 
There  -ara  130  paasengera  bound 
through  to  tha  ITUH^d   autes.
